The. Nation says: A movement of con- 
siderable strength has been set on foot in the 
West, and first took an organized shape at a 
great convention of teachers, held in St. Louis 
last July, for the foundation of ‘a national uni- 
versity’ on a great scale, having its seat, we pre- 
sume, in the Mississippi Valley. The promoters 
Wok to the Gcuctal Govormment tes the principal 
portion of the necessary funds, and for this pur- 
pose are going to agitate fora creat donation of 
public lands, before the national domain has all 
been disposed of. Ten million dollars, we be- 
lieve, is talked of as the amount which would be 
necessary to make the institution worthy of its 
neme. There are some difficulties in the way of 
establishing a university—apart altogether from 
the various drawbacks which grow out of mere 
newness. One is that if the main 
rc ance is placed on endowments 
ty private individuals, * smal! 
beginning has to be made, with half-starved 
second-rate professors, and a defective library 
end apparatus and buildings, and, what with 
low vitahty, and puffing, and bragging, the 
morale of everybody connected with te organi- 
zation has received serious injury before it has 
secured a permanent and effective footing. If, 
on the other hand, Government supplies the 
funds. it can do so liberaily, and can make the 
institution allit ought to be materially from the 
cutset; but there is hardly any government will 
ing toendow a university and then relinquish 
all control over it. If the Government retains 
the right of supervision—that is, if the university 
be nota thoroughly independent and self-gov- 
erning body—there is great danger of its becom- 
ing a mere pelitical machine, injurious to the 
politics of the country and of little use to its ed- 
ueation, This is true even of European coun- 
tries, where the politicians are generally 
university men, with a strong respect for uni- 
versities and a keen appreciation of their 
needs; it is doubly true of this, where the com_ 
mon run of politicians dislike and suspect uni- 
versities and university men. The present con- 
dition of West Point Academy is somethi.g which 
those who ask Congress to found an American 
university would do well to heed, The pro- 
moters of the new movemert, therefore, will, we 
trust, take good care, if their funds come from 
the nation, that the charter gives undisputed 
control to the faculty—not to political trustees, 
or supervisors, or even to ‘prominent citizens.’ 
We say this in the most friendly spirit toward 
the undertaking, and, in fact, in testimony ot 
our good wishes. A national committee to carry 
on the preliminary work. was appointed at the 
St. Louis meeting, ex-President Hill, of Harvard, 
Dr. Samuel Eliot, of Boston, and Mr. E. L. God- 
kin, of New York, being placed on it to represent 
the Eastern States. Mr Godkin has, however, 
for personal reasons, declined to serve. 


Boarding-school System in France. 


The Revue r publishes an inter- 
estin nF paper read by Henri Sainte-Claue 
Deville to the Academy of Moral and Politi- 
cal Sciences, of which he is a member.

Tue number 
of families able to Bey the expenses of an in- 
ternal, as it is called, ina French college is 
limited, but, instead of “pplying their ample 
means to the education of their children at 
home, they separate themselves from the lat- 
ter when the y have attained the age of seven 
or eight, and do not receive them again, ex- 
cept atshort intervals, within the family 
circle until they are twenty-two or twenty- 
five, for after the school comes the university, 
and after that follow the preparatory steps to 
entering some professional career. The 
daughters are sent to some boarding-school 
generally a convent, until very near the time of 
their marriage, This the author considers al- 
together a dangerous system, and he exempli- 
fies his animadversions by the attentive obser- 
ations he has made on domestic animals, and 
which, so far as mere physical consequences 
go, are certainly conclusive evidence. Nay, 
some of the higher passions may be remarked 
among quadrupeds congregated together; in a 
pack of hounds,: for instance, traces of co- 
quetry, avarice, etc., will manifest them- 
selves, ~— by step M. Deville developes 
this train thought, and at last contrasts 
the — trom the kind of barrack life in 
which boys are bronght up in France with the 
talutary effect of the peg habits contracted 
in the family circle.

The 
dispatch was posted on the street and created 
cousideruble comment.

her as a derelict vessel, being found without 
papers, and bring her into port. The For- 
tune, after cruisingall night and Tuesday fore- 
noon, returned to port, having failed toobtain 
any information in regard to the cruiser. She 
returned to — 7 the afternoon, and her 
place was supplied by the steamer Lyden, 
which cruised In the bey on Wednesday in 
search of the Horton. Early on Tuesday 
morning, the cutter Mahoning arrived here 
from * accompanied by the revenue tug 
Hawlin, and both vessels proceeded on a 
cruise in search of the Horton with instruc- 
tious to allow no vessel to interfere with her, 
but to bring her to port at any hazard. Col- 
lector Babson also received a dispatch from 
the Collector at Portland stating that the Me- 
Cullough had sailed to eruise in search of the 
vessel, The Mahoning returned here on Wed- 
nesday forenoon, having failed to discover any 
signs of an Er lish cruiser on the coast. 

It has since been learned that the Dominion 
cruiser ran off to the south and then east, 
missing alike the schoouer and the American 

war vessels. 

The Gloucester fishermen swear they will 
stand no more fooling with the Canadians. 
The example set them by Capt. Knowlton 
will, if necessity requires, be followed here- 
after at any risks. hey even talk of arming 
themselves for every voyage, and resisting by 
force from the outset any attempt at outrage 
or capture in future. 


WHAT Is TO BE DONE ABOUT IT—OPINIONS IN 
OFFICIAL CIRCLES, 
{Herald Washington Special, Oct. 10. 

The Government is out of town, and conse- 
quently the case of the Horton excites less 
interest than if the President and Secretary of 
State were here. No demand of any kind has 
yet been made by the British Government. 
ndeed, it is impossible that any demand can 
be made at present, Sir Edward Thornton, 
the British Minister, and Hon. Francis Paken- 
ham, the Charge d Affaires, being both away. 
But were they here, and was the case believed 
to be of sufficient gravity for international in- 
quiry, considerable time would necessarily 
elapse before it could be brought to a Cabinet 
consideration, owing to the circuitous route 
it would travel in Bei ing transferred through 
ithe circumlocution offices of the two 
Governments until the question becomes 
one of diplomatic action, ff it ever reaches 
the dignity of a correspondence through the 
State Department. Nobody seems disposed 
to borrow trouble on account of it. In official 
and semi-official circles the seizure of the 
schooner is generally regarded as a piece of 
unnecessary and useless bravado. he fact 
that the act wasentirely of a private nature, 
and the offense, if an offense was committed, 
asin of individuals which the Government 
bad not counseled and with which it could 
have no sympathy, are particularly remarked 
upon as the two points most likely to smother 
the whole question or to make it only a tem- 
pest ina teapot. But it is admitted at the 
same time that the hasty action of the owner 
of the vessel and the men who did his bidding 
may lead to a demand for explanation and per- 
baps for apology. The vessel had been seized for 
alleged yiolation of law, and the violence 
which carried her from out of the jurisdic- 
tion of the court whose mandates she was, 
perhaps, bound to obey, may require some 
reparation to injured dignity and authority.

a lingering disease, consumption, and expir- 
ing ten minutes after her husband had gone 
into eternity. That our citizens were startled 
by the announcement of so tragic an occur- 
rence would but faintly express the feel- 
— of sadness and horror at the event and 
the symp ng | for the parents, relatives and 
friend s of the decased. The circumstances of 
this painful occurrence, as near as we can 
gather them are as follows: 

Mr. Charles H. Durban, son of our well- 
known citizen, Thomas Durban, Esq., a young 
man about twenty-three years of uge, a prac- 
ticing attorney, Office in the Atheneum build- 
ing, Was marrled last spring to Miss Lucy 
Seaman. After — — to the falling 
health of Mrs. Durban, they resided at J udge 
Evans’. The disease witl which she was 
afflicted was that of consumption of the 
lungs. Mr. Durban, from the testimony of 
all, was the most devoted of husbands, kind 
ge nerous and noble-hearted of sons. Dr. Ball 

was the attending 41 of Mrs. Durban 
during her illness. She continued to grow 
worse, and as the prospect of her recovery 
faded away Mr. Durban grew sad and gloomy. 
Dr. Ball visited Mrs. Durban yesterday morn- 
ing, and found that she could not long sur- 
vive, afew days atthe most. In the evenin 
he was sent for again, and arrived at the bed- 
side of the sufferer ten minutes before 60’clock. 
Mrs. Durban wished to take some medicine, 
morphine and chloroform, prescribed by the 
doctor when she was restiess and could 
not slice p. Her husband asked the doe tor 
about giving it, expressing himself as if fear 
ing the desire for the sedative might igcrease. 
The doctor requested him to give her the med- 
icine, whic h he did, at the same time sceming 
very nervous and excited. He walked par- 

tially around the room with his hands in his 

pockets, and finally stopped ot the foot of the 
bed. The remedy did not seem to produce re- 
lief. She was then breathing very hard. The 
doctor then gave her some valeriate of am- 
monia, Mr. Durban still standing at the foot 
of the bed, and seemed to be suffering in- 
tensely. He said to the physician: ‘‘Doctor, 
for God's sake, cai vu give Luc cy (his wife’s 
name) something to 8 her?” The doc- 
tor told him to wait, that the remedy had not 
had time to act. “As the difficulty of breath- 
ing seemed to increase, the doctor told Mr. 
Durban to bring some unslacked lime, that 
she might inhale it while it slac ked. He 
did so, and attempted to hold it to 
her face, but seemed to be unable 
from nervousness. She then took a se- 
vere fit of oye Bec when the doctor took his 
place, and Mr. n the foot of 
the bed, — as 1 did so, Doctor, can’t 
you do anything more for her; she is dyiug?’’ 
The doctor found that she would suilocate 
unless ber position in the bed was changed. 
and with: the assistance of her mother and 
Mrs. Evans was trying to change her position, 
when a report rang out which tilled the room 

with the sound.“ he doctor, glancing up,
